alſo ſeems to intimate, L. de Flat. Aeris 
tantam eſſe neceſſitatem (ſays he) ut etiamſs 
citra cibum, & potum aliquot diebus vivere 
Poſſit bomo; non palit tamen id prefliare 
(ne per quadrantem quidem hore) fine atre,. 

The 
Air is ſo neceſſary to our Conſervation, 
that although a Man may live ſome few 
Days without Meat and Drink, yet he 
cannot live a Quarter of an Hour with- 
out Air, becauſe the Spirits do continu- 
ally ſtand in need of Support from it. 
And it is certain, that for want of that 
Supply, the Spirits (which are the aerial 
Corpuſcles) would put the Fluids into 
too rapid a Motion, and rarify them to 
that Degree, that the moſt pure Particles 
would -pafs by inſenſible Tranſpiration, 
and leave the Body ſenſeleſs, and fit to 
be; laid up in the Grave. From what 
bath been ſaid, it is (I believe) very ap- 
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dur Bodies can't exiſt without Air. 
From whence we may infer, that whereas 
the internal benign Air, exiſting in all 
and every part of the Microcoſm, being 
partly generated, nouriſhed and ſupport- 
ed, by vertue of the external circumam- 
bient Air, can no ways exiſt, hut by its 
Property and Vertue, which if it chance 
to be vitiated e'er it enters the Body, it 
muſt of 3 cauſe an inordinate 
Motion of the Humours, and procure E, 
| Sickneſs, of which one may introduce a 
5 very terrible Inſtance, which is that of 
7 the Peſtilence, and (I believe I may be 
þ- bold to ſay) alſo the -Small-pox 3; which 
are both of them contagious Diſeaſes, 
and ſeem to be procured by an evil ma- 
levolent Diathe/;s of the Air, vitiated by

And à greater Demonſtration of it is, 
that thote who have had the Peſtilence, 
were never ' afterwards known to have 
the Small-pox z neither are they indeed af- _ 
lifted twice with either the one, or the 
other. For as Dodonaus obſerves, Diſ- 
eaſes that proceed from contagious Air, 
ſeldom or never affect the fame Bodies 
twice.

On the 6th of December one George 
Rhey Mariner on Board the Peterborough
